1. Throughout the narrative, Baud makes the grave error of conflating “Russian-speakers’” with

Russians. Nearly ninety percent of Ukrainians speak Russian, and almost all hate Russia, as do 
many Russians (which comprise only between 12 to 15 percent of the population) living in Ukraine. 
Mariupil, for example, a Russian-speaking port city has put up the staunchest resistance. 


2. The language argument is a fake one. The Russian language was never “severely repressed” 
anywhere, not even in Kyiv. While Ukrainian was the official language, Russian was tolerated as a 
second administrative language. 


3. Baud suggests that the “maidan revolution” was instigated by Americans. That is plain BS; it was 
a grassroots movement through and through. | knew many who were there. 


4. He argues that Russia did not supply weapons and military equipment to Donbas separatists. Had 
he not heard of Russian-made Buks that brought down flight MH 17? Besides, Ukraine lost control of 
the porous border, allowing for undetected free movement of troops and weapons. No Russian 
troops were seen because, like the “little green men” in Crimea, they did not wear identifying 
insignia. Of course, they were Russian. 


5. The Minsk agreement was imposed on Ukraine, and wisely they rejected it because it would have 
meant a permanent fifth column in Ukraine and a slow suicide for the Kyiv government. 


6. In 2014, Ukraine did not have an army to speak of, and the Ukrainian government resorted to 
paramilitary units as an emergency measure to prevent complete collapse. To stick the Nazi label on 
these units (funded at the time by a Jewish oligarch Kolomoisky) is as ludicrous as Putin’s use of the 
term “denazification” to cleanse Ukraine of Nazis whose president is Jewish. 


7. The idea that NATO was/is a threat to Russia is preposterous. Putin knew that NATO was a paper 
tiger, and not even he believed it posed a threat to Russia. Putin’s motive was to use that argument 
to incorporate Ukraine into Russia. 


8. The invasion of Ukraine is a third attempt to eradicate Ukrainians during the last ninety years. The 
first took place in 1932/33, the second after WWII in Western Ukraine, and now the third. In Putin’s 
twisted mind and a totally moronic interpretation of history, Ukrainians do not exist, but if they do, 
they must be exterminated. The UN convention calls it a genocide. 


9. The statement that “we” are pushing Ukrainian citizens to fight Vladimir Putin’s Russia is as valid 
as the notion of Russians liberating Ukrainians from Nazis. Ukrainians have been struggling to be 
free of Russia for over 300 years. 10. Baud’s diatribe is fatally flawed because he does not cite any 
Ukrainian language sources. 
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
